CSN The repꝛeſling whereok we did firſtreferre only to the due courſe 
N R of Juſtite, and the oꝛdinary pꝛoteedings of the Commiſſioners of 
the Peace, and other our Miniſters in ſuch taſes: Foꝛalmuch as Wee haue perceined ſince, 
that lenitie hath bꝛed in them, rather entouragement then obediente, and that they haue pꝛe⸗ 
lumedto gather themſelues in greater multitudes, as well in that Countie, as in ſome others 
adioyning,We find it now very neceſſary to vſc ſharper remedies. 

Wherefoꝛe, We will and command all Licutenants, deputy Lientenants, Sheriffs, Ju- 
ſtices of Peace, Maioꝛs, Bailiffes, Headbozoughs, Conſtables, and all other our Officers 
and£inſters to whom it may appertaine, if the ſaid perſons ſhall continue ſo aſſembled, 
after Pꝛotlamation made, oꝛ any ſuch new Aſſemblies bee gathered in thoſe, oꝛ any other 
parts of our Nealme, inunediatly to ſuppꝛeſſe them by whatloeuer meanes they may, be it by 
foꝛte ok Armes, if admonitions and other lawfull meanes doc not ſerue to reduce them to 
their dueties. Foꝛ Wee cannot but be iuſtly moued to ſuch ſeueritie againſt thoſe, who vn- 
iuſtly thꝛowa ſlaunder bpon our Gouernment by taking that pꝛetence foꝛ their diſobe diente: 
Occig it 15 maniteit by Acte of Parliament, paſſed fince our comming to thts Crowne, 
that we haͤue been tareful to pꝛeuent ſuch Enclolures, and Depopulations, ⁊ that it Hath bee 
au 02dinary charge giuen by Us to our Juſtites of Aſſiles, whenthey went to their Circuits, 
to enquire of all vulawfull Depopulations and Encloſures, and to take oꝛder to remedie the 
ſanic,and to puniſh the Offenders therein acco2ding to the due tourſe of Tawe. And it is 
well knowen to many, that we were now alſo in hand with ſome courle to bee taken by ad⸗ 
uile of our Counlell foꝛ the perfozmance thereof : From which our good purpole and intent, 
this their pꝛeſumptuous and bndutifull pzocecding, might rather giue Us caule to deliſt, 
then intreaſe in Us any affection to relieue ſuch diſozdered perſons, fo farre attempting a⸗ 
gainſt our Crowne and Dignitie, who chuſe rather to truſt to their owne pꝛide andrathnes, 
then to the care and pꝛouidente of their Souereigne. Willing and commanding all our laid 
Tieutenants, Deputie Lieutenants, Shiriffes and other our Officers and Miniſters aboue 
mentioned, to attend diligently to the execution ot this our pleaſure ,and all other dur louing 
Subiects to be obedient to them in the perfozmance thereof, as they will anlwere the contra- 
ric at their perill. |
